farmer with th** wonderful forage crop. 
On the 10th of May, 1918, Mr. E. W. 
Schneider planted one 
acre of this | 
grass. 
He cut it nine times before 
frost and averaged nearly a ton and a 
half at each cutting, or 13 tons for the 
season. 
The hay is «qual, if not bu?.- , 
erior, to the best grade of timothy hay. ; 
The hay is being fed on the farm, but 
it is easely worth $25 per ton on the i 
market and so this acre yielded $32a 
worth of hay and the crop followed an 
onion harvest of the early spring. Be- j 
sides, the soil is set to the grass and 
unless the temperature drops below 18 J 
degrees during the winter, the crop 
will reproduce itself from the stubble 
next reason. 
Mr. Schneider’s soil is a fertile river- 
}r«m mil 
’Ie irrigated the crop with 
water from the San Antonio river, rais­ 
ing it with gasoline - engine - driven 
pumping machinery. 
During the hot­ 
test, driest part of the year, the crop 
was irrigated after each cutting, buf 
during more favorable weather con­ 
ditione two cuttings were made to one 
watering. 
After the first cutting the 
crop was ready to mow every 16 or lh 
days thereafter. 
The first effort of Mr. Schneider to 
grow Rhodes grass was not so success­ 
ful. 
An earlier planting in the spring 
of 1918 failed to come up to a stand. 
His experience has taught him that 
the seeds must be planted un a we I 
prepared seedbed, that the 
ground 
must be warm and that surface moist­ 
ure conditions must be so nearly ideal 
that the tiny rootlets of the plant can 
have time to strike down into the soil 
beneath before the surface dries out. 
The seeds must be planted very shal­ 
low — the shallower the better; the 
baby plants are very delicate; and, 
therefore, a warm, moist season is the 
id-si time in which to plant. 
Where 
irrigation is depended upon the nearer 
conditions can be made to approach 
this ideal the better. 
Once well root­ 
ed, the grass is hardy and thrifty, 
withstands long and severe periods of 
drouth, and responds quickly to favor­ 
able moisture conditions. 
We have 
never heard of its being attacked by 
plant disease or ravaged bv any special 
insect enemy. 
It* roots will retain 
life and vitality at a temperature as 
low as 18 degrees, and it has been 
known to survive even colder weather, 
reproducing itself more 
vigorously, 
under favorable conditions, the suc­ 
ceeding year than the first. 
How long 
it will continue to reproduce itself 
from the sod in this country, where 
not destroyed bv severe freezes, re­ 
mains to be yet determined. 
Mr. Schneider says that unless cot­ 
ton growing becomes more remunera­ 
tive, he is going to increase his acre­ 
age of Rhodes grass and engage more 
extensively in the raising of livestock. 
He regards it as an ideal pasture grass 
as well as forage crop.— Farm and 
Ranch, ihehruary 8, 1919.
